THE CONGRESS. 
ANGLO-TURKISH DEFENSIVE TREATY. 

Lonpon, July 8.—A special from Berlin to 
the Daily Telegraph says England and Turkey 
have concluded a defensive treaty. England 
occupies Cyprus immediately, and guarantees 
the integrity of Asiatic Turkey. This Mefensive 
treaty. does not necessarily come within the 
scope of the deliberations of the Congress. It 
is an independent contract between the Powers 
concerned. The validity of it could not be 
called in question except at the cost of a war. 
The arrangement will, however, be announced 
to Congress to-day. The position of Cyprus 
will give England absolute control over the 
Euphrates Valley. A line of railway, having 
this object in view, is to be constructed. No 
further Russian encroachment in this direction 
will be possible. So faras Asia is concerned, 
England and Turkey will practically form one 
Power. 

MORE ABOUT THE ANGLO-TURKISH TREATY. 

Lonpon, July 8.—The great surprise which 
the English papers have predicted Baconsfield 
bad in store for the Congress was given to the 
Congress to-day. Such hints of it had been 
offered, however, beforehand, to the individual 
members of the Congress, that eyery one was 
prepared tor it. 

Queen Victoria and the Sultan of Turkey 
have made a compact in which the former un- 
dertakes to maintain the Asiatic dominions of 
tue latter in all their integrity, and protect 
them against inyasion from every quarter. 

As the first step in this protectorate; England 
is to occupy Cyprus immediately, anil itis to 
Cyprus that the Indian troops now at 
Malta are to be conevyed. The de- 
mands of the protectorate are simple: 
Asiatic Turkey is divided into fifteen 
provinces; the Governor of each is to be 
appointed by the Sultan, with the approval of 
the Queen; perfect religious toleration is to be 
secured, and the contentment of the people is 
to be promoted by methods designed to make 
the burden of taxation lightly felt. 

Certain special provisions are inserted in the 
treaty col ceruing Jerusalem aud the holy places, 
and the existing rights of the Greek and Latin 
Churches. These are to be scrupulously pre- 
served, but immunities and privileges of great 
value are to be secured to the Hebrew inhabit- 
ante of the Holy City and its edo pre- 
einets. 

The disclosure of this secret treaby puts an 
end to the possibility of the cession of Batoum 
to Russia. It throws a vivid ligbt upon the 
stubborn resistance made by Earl Beaconstield 
to that cession, and it explains the apparently 
inconsistent course of the Turkish representa- 
tives at the Congress. 

It is not at all certain that the Russian mem- 
bers will be inclined to accept the treaty. It is 
thought probable that they will resist it strong- 
ly. On the other hand, Austria and Italy ap- 
prove of it, and the Italian delegate has been 
heard to say that perbaps the. Pope would not 
be disinclined to exchange the Vatican for a 
home iv Jerusalem under English protection. 

. CYPRUS. 

Lonpon, July 8.—The official correspondence 
in relation to the occupation of the Island of 
Cyprus has been made public. Lord Salisbury, 
writing to Minister Layard, May 80, &plains 
the necessity of an arrangement to counteract 
the influences in the direction of disintegration, 
which the mere possession by Russia of Batoum 
and the fortresses north of Arayes would exer- 
cise upon the populations of Asiatic Turkey, 
even if it should be certain that those places 
would not become the base from which emissa- 
ries of intrigue could issue, to be féllowed in 
due course by invading armies. 

A dispatch states that private vexotiations 
have shown that Russia is not inclined to modify 
those portions of the Treaty of San Stefano 
which relate to Asia. Lord Salisbury lays 
stress upon its being an indispensable part of 
auy agreement that England shall receive the 
right to insist on satisfactory arrangements for 
the good government of the people of Asiatic 
Turkey. 

PROMINENT FEATURES. 
The following are the features of the conven- 
tion between Great Britain and Turkey: It is 
stipulated that, if Batoum, Kars, and Ardahan 
are retained by Russia, and if an attempt is 
made at any future time to annex a portion of 
the Sultan’s territory in Asia aot ceded by the 
definitive treaty of peace, Great Britain 
en to join the Suitan in defending 
his territory by force of arms. The Sultan, in 
return, promises to introduce the necessary 
reforms to be agreed upon later. In order to 
enable Great Britain to make the necessary 
provision for executing her engagement, the 
Sultan consents to assign the Island of Cyprus, 
to be occupied and administered by Great 
Britain, who agrees to to the Porte the 
present excess of the 's revenue over its 
expenditure. Finally, Great Britain engages to 
evacuate the island and terminate the conven- 
tion if Russia restores Batoum, Kars, and Ar- 
dahan to Turkey. The convention ig to be rat- 
ified within a month. 
AUTHORITATIVE. 

Lowpon, July 8.—Assheton Cross, Secretary 
of State for the Home Department, made the 
following statement in ibe House of Commons 
this afternoon, in reply to an inquiry of Lord 
Hartington: In view of the retention of Ba- 
toum by Rassia, a conditional convention was 
concluded on the 4th of June last with the

against aggression, and the Porte ceding Cyprus, 
which will be immediately occupied by England. 
Sir Garnet Woiseley will be appointed to admin- 
ister the affairs of the island.“ 

BATOUM. 

Berlin advices state that the question of 
Batoum was at one time the cause of grave ap- 
prehensidns. Its settlement is the result of the 
application to the Czar for new instructions, 
Lord Beaconsfield having declared that unless 
the commercial character of Batoum were 
strictly guaranteed, England would deem her- 
self entitled to send ironclads through the 
straits whenever she pleased. Various corre- 
spondents at Berlin agree that the settlement 
now reached implies that the fortifications shall 
be completely dismantied and no men-of-war 
stationed in the harbor. 

COMPENSATORY. 

The Post's Berlin correspondent says, as com- 
pe on for the loss of Batoum, the Congress 
has accided that the Turks shall retain Bayazid, 
and the whole valley leading thereto, including 
Alashgerd. 

BATOUM AGAIN. 


Lonpow, July 8.—A telegram from Vienns 
points out that Batoum is not to be made a free 
port like Hamburg or Altoona, but is to become 
a Russian free port—quite a different thing, 

CRETE,

Lonpon, July 8.—The Post states, in official 
form, that Sir Garnet Woolseley will start ior 
Cyprus in a few days, Mad will take with him 
the Indian contingent. 

POINTS SETTLED. 

It appears that the Congress was occupied 
yesterday with minor questions. It indorsed 
the cession of the province vf Kotour to Persia, 
and decided that the Powers should periodically 
receive reports on the condition of the Ar- 
menians. It settled the Servian boundary ques- 
tion, allotting Pirot to Servia, and referred the 
details of the Rodmelian boundary question to 
a Commission to act on the spot. 

POSTPON EMENT. 

A Berlin dispatch reports that the Russians 
requested a postponement of the Batoum ques- 
tion til] Tuesday, not because a settlement was 
doubtful, but to give time for reflection on and 
confirmation of reports on the Auglo- Turkish 
treaty. Lord Beaconsfield made no mention of

AUSTRIA’S ARMY. 

Vienna, July 8.—According to the present 
arrangements the army that will occupy Bosnia 
and Herzegovina will consist of 70,000 men and 
240 guns. 

INDIGNATION. 

Lonpor, July 8.—A Berlin correspondent 
telegraphs that he learns frem trustworthy 
sources that in St. Petersburg, and still more in 
Moscow, great indignation is felt at the results 
of the Congress. The Russian diplomatists in 
general, and the Pienipotentiaries in Berlin in 
particular, are spoke of with contempt. They 
do nothing, people V but make concessions, 
and are ready to accept any humiliation to gain 
the approbation of Europe. 

THE GRESKS, 

Some of the Greeks in Berlin seem to have 
recovered little from the profound dejection 
and strong animosity which the decision of Con- 
gress regarding the Hellenic question at first 
produced, ani the more cool-headed among 
them begin to perceive that the best policy is to 
make the most of what has been obtained.

AN OFFENDING CORRESPONDENT. 

Lonpon, July 8.—A telegram from Constan- 
tinople reports that Safvet Pasha asked Minis- 
ter Layard to consent to the expulsion of Mr. 
Gallenga, correspondent of the London Times, 
from Constantinople. Layard referred the mat- 
ter to the Consular Judge. 

BOSNIA. 

Loypon, July 8.—A Belgrade dispatch says 
the commandant of the Servian troops on the 
Javor frontier reports that Osman Pasha with 
30,000 men has entered Bosnia. No contidence 
is placed in the report. 

ROUMANIA. 
A Bucharest dispatch says the excitement Is 
calming, and many papers advise compliance 
with the decisions of the Congress. The Rou- 
manian delegates returned from Berlin Sunday 
night, and were to make a report at a secret 
sitting of the Chambers on Monday. 
EN ROUTE. 

Lonpon, July &—The Times, in a leading

THE OUVALOFF-SALISBURY MEMORANDUM. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 25.—The Coustantt- 
noble press denounces, in very strong language, 
the documents published by the Coe, hitherto 
considered to be apocryphal, but now proved to 
be authentic. England its accused of following 
a policy altogether at variance with that an- 
nounced in Lord Salisbury’s circular, and seek- 
ing only her own interests, sacrificing those uf 
this country and compromising those of Eu- 
rope. The Turks look on the Schouvaloff-Salis- 
bury memorandum as a proof of an agreement 
between England and Russia to sbare the spoils 
of Turkey between them, reviving the rumor 
that England aspires to the possession of Cy- 
prus. The people are, besides, dissatisfied with 
the Congress for its postponement of the ques- 
tion of the removal from Constantinople of the 
Russian troops and the English squadron.

VICTOR HUGO’S INFLUENCE. 

Victor Hugo’s influence is supreme in the In- 
ternational Literary Congress. It has accepted 
as the basis of its decisions a speech in which he 
urged that a book once published becomes in 
‘part the property of society, and that after its 
author's death his family have no right to pre- 
vent its reissue; that a De Maistre, for instance 
should not suppress a Work by Voltaire, and 
should not even be entitled to alter a line; and 
that a limited term of copyright led toa ‘book 
being rare and dear peat the expiration of the 
term. He contended that a publisher should be 

required to declare the cost and the seliing price 
of any book he intended to bring out; that the 
author’s heirs should be entitied to 5 or 10 
per cent of the profit; and that in default of 
beirs this profit should revert to the State, to 
be applied to the encouragement of young 
writers. ‘The Congress has resolved, *‘ That the 
right of the author in his work is not a legal 
‘concession, but a form of property which legis- 
lation should guarantee his heirs and represent- 
atives in perpetuity, and that after the expira- 
tion of the term of copyright fixed by existing 
laws in different countries anybody ma | freely 
——— literary works on condition of payiug 

a percentage to the heirs.“ Victor Hugo men- 
tioned in his speech that, though he had expe- 
rienced the etfects of an aristocratic aud clerical 
education, he had never vetoed the reissue of 
his early writings, not wishing to suppress the 
first part of his life, and that he had never felt 
it allowable in revised editions to alter more 
than the style. 

TWO FUNRSALS. , 

Two funerals held tach attracted a large 
number of sympathetie spectators. One was 
that of Comtesse Pillet, one of the most charit- 
ale ladies in Paris; the other that of M. Cheri 
Montigny, a young man of 22, son of a distin- 
guished dramatist and actress, who died from 
the bite of a mad dog,—an event which has ex- 
cited a very painful teeling, not unmingled with 
alarm, at the possible recurrence of such cases 
duriog the present hot weatber. 

TAMPERING WITH THE BALLOT-BOX. 

The condemuation to six months’ imprison- 
ment for tampering with the ballot-box of the 
Marquis d' Allen, a leading Legitimist, who 
boasts of kinship with the Comte de Chambord, 
has created no little sensation. The defendant 
last October was Mayor of Pertuis, in the 
Vaucluse, and the return de made of 
the poll after the election was so contrary 
to all previous contests that both parties 
were astounded and suspected fraud. It turned 
out that. in concert with an underling named 
Terris, be had bad a secret compartment made 
in the ballot-box, filled it with sham voting- 
tickets, cleared the hall before counting, on the 
pretext of disorder, drew out only the sham 
tickets, even added some others from his 
pocket, and announced an overwhelming ma- 
jority against M. Naquet. It also appears that 
at the opening of the poll be sent a telegram to 

the Sub-Prefect of Apt which, read by the light 
of facts, informed him of the success of the 
trick, and that he sent fifteen roughs from 
neighboring towns to mix with the Republicans 
and entice them intoadisturbance, which wasto 
furnish the pretence for ¢iearing the hall during 
the counting. Every contrivance, moreover, was 
emploved to distract the attention of the Repub- 
lican assessors at the moment the sham tickets 
were emptied from the box, but some of them, 
nevertheless, Watched his movements sufficient- 
ly to have their susp cions awakened. Terris, 
moreover, and five other accomplices made a 
clean breast of it. The tribunal of Apt, in pass- 
ing sentence, declared it unjust to cast the re- 
sponsibility on D’Allen—a remark directed, of 
course, at the Sub-Prefect; and it 1s probable 
that some further roceeding 8 will be instituted. 
M. Silvestre, tue Deputy whose return was, in 
part at least. due to these frauds, was unseated 
some montis ago, and at the fresh election al- 


lowed M. Naquet to walk over the course. At 
Nimes a Deputy Justice of the Peace at 
Villeneuve, near Avignon, bas likewise been 


condemned to fifteen days’ imprisonment for 
depositing nineteen sham voting-papers in the 
baliot-box, the sentence in this case likewise 
being mitigated in consideration of the prime 
movers of the fraud escaping discovery.

GERMANY, 
AN ULTRAMONTANE FANATIC. 
BERLIN, June 25.—To-day Mr. James Francis 
Wedderburn Bishop, of Bramdcan-House, 
Hampshire, was tried before the Berlin Crim- 
mal Court onthe charge of bribing Sergeant 
Hennig, of the Royal Prussian Artillery, 40 pro- 
cure him feloniously papers relative to the mob- 
ilization arrangement of the Prussian Field Ar- 
tillery. It appears that Sergeant Hennig, upon 
communicating Mr. Bishop’s request to his su- 
perior otlicer, was ordered to promise fulfillment 
aud listen to all Mr. Bishop had to say. Mr. 
Bishop promised Hennig £15 sterling, and gave- 
him 14s on dcecount. Upon this Mr. Bishop 
was arrested, and charged with corrupting 
a member of the army to betray the 
secrets of the service. In the course of the 
preliminary inquiry, it came out that Mr. 
Bishop, the son of an English clergyman and 
an ardent convert to the Catholic faith, was 
sentenced to ten years’ penal imprisonment in 
1863 by the Turin Court for corspiracy in favor 
of the ex-King Francis of Noples. It was also 
ascertained that he corrupted the Prussian Ser- 
geant, Ellert, at Metz, 1577, to hand him orders 
relative to the mobilization of the Royal en- 
gineers; that Ellert subsequently deserted — 
made his 2 when extradited by the Belgian 
authorities r. Bishop's papers showed him a 
stanch Ultramontape and an enemy of Prince 
Bismarck, Prussia, and Germany. Mr. Bishop 
denied the charge. If found guilty, he will be 
sentenced to imprisonment not 0 tive 
years.

INDIVIDUALITY OF TELEGRAMS. 

The Minister of the Interior, Signor Zanarde}- 
M. has presented a bill which, while reserving 
‘power to the Government to prevent the trans- 
mission of what may be injurious to public 
morals or calculated to cause disturbance to the 
well-being of the State, is intended to guarantee 
the inviolability of telegraphic communications, 
aud put an end to that scandalous system of 
interference with private dispatches introduced 
some eightcen years ago, and of which foreign 
correspondents especially have had occasion 80 
repeatedly to complain. 

A NEW IRONCLAD.

He was born in 
1820 at Berlin. He lived for a long time in 
London, where his economic views were formed, 
end where he acted as leader-writer on the 
Morning Star.

ABATING THE NOISE. 
Perilous Experiments by Prof. Edison on 
the Metrepolitan Railway. 

New Yark Heat. July 7 

The investigation oli the acoustic properties 
of the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad was con- 
tinued yesterday by Prof. Edison.

night were of an interesting character. Shortly 
after midnight, and while the trains were still 
running, the Professor and his assistant, Mr. 
Batchelor, ascended the structure at the Four- 
teenth street station and proceeded to walk 
along the track. The statlou master entered a 
protest, saying that it was exceedingly danger- 
‘ous; but soon word came from the Superluteud- 
ent that Prof. Edison was to be the judge of the 
danger. and that he was to have full and free 
access to every part of thestructure. Thus privil- 
eged the men of sv.ence started on their perilous 
walk, keeping close to the guard and care- 
fully watching for approaching trains, Soon one 
came thundering along, apd the investigators 
hurriediv let themselves down to the trestle- 
work, from which position they counted the 
vibrations produced by the passing of tne train. 
The Professor particularly noted the looseness 
of the rails. In many places he could iusert 


they rested. To the jarring produced in conse- 
ueuce he set down several per cent of the noise,

Speaking on the subject of his investigations 
to a Hera d reporter last evening Prof. Edison 
said: »The percentage of the sound caused 
by vibrations of the guys can be easily remedied, 
aud at a trilling ‘expense. All necessary to 
deaden it will be the insertion of a small block 
of wood between the guys which cross each 
other. This will break the sound onthe oprin- 
ciple that the clasping by the hand of the strings 
ol a pianoiorte stops tne Vibrations. So iar as 
the other sources of the noise are concerned 1 
am not prepared to speak until after I get at all 
the causes by means of the double phonauto- 
graph which is now being prepared.“ 

Lue next series Of investigations will be made 
with this instrument. By its. use Prof. Edison 
expects to tell, to the minutest degree, the vi- 
brations produced by each source of the sound 
and to analyze the same in detail. These accu- 
rately recorded, ne wili be prepared to make his 
report to the Directors and engineers of the 
road, giving the necessary suggestions for the 
remedies to be adopted. Prof. "Edison still con- 
tinues confident that the noise can be success- 
fully grappled with and reduced toa degree that 
will not cause annoyance to persons residing 
along the route. As to the time when his re- 
port will be ready he cannot at present say, but 
proposes to proceed with the work with all pos- 
sible speed. 

A very simple, inerpensive, and apparently 
effective plan of removing all causes of com- 
plaint regarding the noise is proposed by Prof. 

‘John Simpson, of this city. It consists in the 
placing of pads of wovlen felt under the bear- 
ings on the girders of each wooden tie on which 
the rails rest, and thus securing a complete insu- 
lation of the track from the resonant tron work, 
the columns and girders that support it. Prof. 
Simpson claims that not only will 
the noise be deadened by this plan 
to a very low rolling sound not disagreeable to 
the ear, while being necessary to the safe opera- 
tion of the road, but also the vibratory jarring 
that is transmitted from the rails to the col- 
umns and ground, and thence to the houses, 
will be stopped, A slight noise is necessary to 

eafety. If the movement of trains was abso- 
lutely noiseless great danger would attend the 
work of repairing the road and the crossing of 
the tracks by employes. ‘The cost of the pad 
plan will be ¥ very small, 
about $1,000 per mile for for the double track.

The above amount for public buildings” is 
in the line of economy in various ways: First, 
the buildings are needed, and if completed 
would save to the Government an amount in 
rent greater than the interest on their cost;

DEFICIENCIES CAUSED BY UNWARRBANTED RE- 
DUCTIONS. 

The large amount of over $1,500,000 for 
‘* deficiencies ’’ was necessary because the House 
had been compelled to pass so many Deficiency 
bills on account of former unwarranted reduc- 
tious that they were upwilling to make these, 
aud so threw the responsibility on the Senate. 
About $1,000,000 of these deficiencies were for 
the Post-Oflice Department and the Department 
of Justice. The courte in some States bad al- 
ready been compelled to adjourn for want of 
funds, and the execution of justice would have 
been substantially suspended if the Senate had 
not insisted upon the appropriation. Several 
branches of the Postal Service would also nave 
been seriously criopled, or actualiy suspended, 
without them. These facts were all understood 
by the House Committee, but because the neces- 
sary deficiencies would have swelled their 
bilis to an amount larver than was agreeable or 
seemed expedient they declined to msert 
them, leaving them to be put in by the Senate, 
for which the Senate was to be charged with 
extravagance. The other item. $5,500,000, for 
payment of Halifax award.“ was necessary 
to maintain the national honor. Lad the 
Senate not inserted it as an amendment, an ex 
tra session would have been unavoidable. The 
balance of the amount (850.556) added for 
„ sundry small items“ is made up of many 
items, such as expenses of foreign intercourse, 
Paris Exposition, Silver Commission, military 
roads, briages and telegraph lines on the fron- 
tier and in the indian country, investigations of 
diseases of swine, grasshopper and forestry in- 
vestigations, publishing records of the Revetl- 
jov, turnishing artificial limbs to soldiers, etc.

You will observe that these additions are. ex- 
ciusively for works of an important national 
character. The smal! creeks and trout streams 
in the bill which could be best improved“ by 
macadamizing, were all carefully taken care of 
by the House. 

The Army Bill.—The entire addition of 
$908,811, made by the Senate to the Army bill, 
was rendered necessary in restoring our little 
army to its present numbers, from the reduced 
and mutilated condition in which it had passed 
the House. 

The Navy Bill.—The small sum added by the 
Senate to the Navy bili was muinly for “ pay of 
the navy.“ for equipment of vessels,” and for 
repairs of hospitals. 

The Tension Bill.—The Senate added $35,000 
to pay Examiners $2 for each exarpiuation, in- 
stead of $1, as provided by the House. The 
Senate thought that when the Government was 
to be made lable to pay pensions for life, by the 
report ot these Examiuers, that $2 was not too 
much to pav for faithiul and intelligent service. 

The Miitary Academy Bili.—The Senate add- 
ed $83,466 to this bill, mainly for“ completing 
hospital building,” ** procuring a supply of pure 
water, and ‘ completing the system of sewer- 
age.

THES EMPTY BOAST OF DEMOCRATIC ECONOMY, 

I notice that at a recent banquet given in New 
York to Speaker Randall the Hon. A. 8. Hewitt 
is reported to have said that Mr. Randall and 
his friends in the Forty-fourtn Congress accom- 
plished a saving in the entire Congress of $54,- 
000,000, and that it was the fruit of putting men 
in power who were able to do the work set for 
them todo. Allowing for all the deticiencies, it 
amounted to $23,000,000 clear saving.“ etc 
Now, Senator, you have been a member of the 
Appropriations Committee .for many years. 
Wifat do you say to this boast of Democratic 
economy, iu comparison with the alleged ub- 
lican extravagance? 

Senator Windom—It is my turn to ask you a 
question. Don’t you think this boast of having 
saved only $23,000,000 “in the entire Congress 
is a great letting down from the claim made by 
them in the Presidential campaign that they 
had “saved $40,000,000" at one session? 
This modest claim amounts to only 
about: $11,500,000 for that session, in which 
they insisted that they had saved 240,000,000. 
By their own confessions, there seems to have 
been only about 25 percent of truth in their 
economical pretensions in 1876. It will be noted 
ulso that Mr. Hewitt admits that it required 
about $31,000,000 to make up the deficiencies 
created by the pretended retrenchments and 
reforms of the Ferty-third Congress. In look- 
ing over the tables and statements in Mr. At- 
kins’ speech, I notice that he makes the de- 
ficiencies appropriated since 1876, $30,242,165, so 
that he and Mr. Hewitt are substantially in ac- 
cord on that point. If you will permit me to 
turn the tables, and question you tor a mo- 
ment, 1 should like to ask if auything could 
well de more disgraceful in the leaders of a 
great party than to go before the people with 
the pretense of having saved over 80. 000, 000. 
when in fact they knew that $30,000.000 of that 
sum would have to be made up by the Defleieu- 
cy bills? 

* ere the $23,000,000 which Mr. Hewitt claims 
to be a clear saving by the Forty-fourth Con- 
gress an actual saving, Or only a postponement 
of appropriations, and a failure to provide prop- 
erly ior the pubſie service, etc.! 

Senator indom—Some portion of it was 
doubtiess a saving,“ but by far the largest 
part was not. Ou the 12th of August, 1876, 
after carefully analyzing every item on every 
Appropriation bill for that year, and comparing 
each one with like items in the bills for the vre- 
vious year, I stated on the floor of the Senate 
that of the total pretended reduction of 840, 
000,000, not 65,000, 000 could in any sense be 
called a saving of money to the Treasury,“ and 
that this sum fell far below the retrenchment 
effected by the preceding Republican Congress. 
I now repeat that statement, and am prepared 
at any moment to prove it beyond a doubt. 

The mere * postponements of appropria- 
tions for publi buildings which were under 
way in 1876, as compared with the preceding 
year, amounted to $3,236,593; the postponement 
of surveys of public lands to $647,390; the fail- 
ure to*appropriate money to pay judgments of 
the Court of Claims. etc, to 81.611.000. There 
were numerous other items, a:nounting to many 
millions, of a like character, which were merely 
“postponed,” not saved.“ They are not 
„ deficiencies,”’ but simply “‘ postponements,”’ 
which will come in at some future time to sweil 
the bills. The three items I have just named, 
amounting to $5,544,083, were only a small part 
of such “ postponements’’ made in the one 
year 1876. Deducting.them from $11,500,000, 
which is one-halt of what Mr. Hewitt claims to 
be the total savings of the Forty-fourth Con- 
greas for 1876 and 1877, we have less thaa 
$6,000,000 as the actual saving for that yeur. 
Tnere were many other items of reductiou made 
in 1876, which are in no possible sense a saving 
tothe Treasury, but .which, if deducted from 
the $11,500,000, would substantially wipe out 
the whole of the preterded economy of which 
so much boasting has been done. 

Is it true that these reductions in appropria- 
tions did not commence until after the Demo- 
cratic party got control of the House! 

Senator Windom—By no means. Expendi- 
tures had been ona descending scale almost 
ever since the War. The Finance Reports suow 
that in 1868 they reached 8229, 015.08. and that 
they had been constantly reduced, until, in 1874, 
when the Republicans Went out of power, they 
were only $164.857,513, showiug an average an- 
nual reduction for the steven years of $9,209,808. 
This, as we have just seen, is a very much great- 
er reduction than the actual retrenchment made 
in 1876, after deducting the ‘deficiencies ’’. and 
mere ** postponements.”’

The Trouble in Idaho, 
Buffalo Express. 
Among the Pres 


dett’s nominations which 
failed of confirmation was tnat of John P. tioyt 
for Governor of the Territory of Idaho, in piace 
of Gen. Mason Brayman, formerly of this city. 
The latter bas fliled the ollice less than two 
years, and there is something quite mvsterious 
about his proposed removal. $ no successor 
has been confirmed, however, he will continue 
to hold the office until the reassembling of Con- 
gress, unless the President should sve fit to 
suspend bim during the recess. But before 
doing this, the President may take it into bis 
head to have the Governor’s case investigated 
by some unprejudiced persons, and then per- 
haps he will decide that there is no just cause 
for dishonoring the veteran. 

In point of fact, we suspect that the trouble 
with Gov. Brayman was instigated by the lu- 
dian Ring. When be went out to Idaho he 
found the affairs of the Territory completely 
under the control of men who for years 
been, in one wav or another, connected with 
the notorious frauds which have made the Gov- 
ernment’s dealings with our Indian wards a 
buruing shame and disgrace to the nation. For 
years tnese rascals have either held the official 
positions in the Territory themselves, or had 
their own creatures lu them. With honest and 
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energetic men in the executive and 
offices, their occupation would be gone, 
hence they have always made it a point to drive 
such officials out of the Territory, unless they 
could “capture” them and bring them into 
the Ring. For years this sort of ching had 
been going on previous tothe advent of Gov. 
Bravman. When bribery failed, their weapons 
were threats and sl By such means they 
made the country too hot to hold well-meaning 
but timid officials. We presume they have been 
trying their usual game on Gov. Brayman. 
Finding him intractable, they have resorted to 
villification and the invention of false charges 
in order to persuade the ent to remove 
him. In the face of all thatthe President and 
his Secretary of the Interior must have known 
in regard to the character of the men who were 
moving heaven and earth (to say nothing of the 
other place) to compass the Governor’s disgrace, 
it is amazing that they should have succeeded 
so far as to procure the nomination of a succes- 
sor to Gen. Brayman. 

Fortunately, however, there were men in the 
Senate’ who understood the situation better 
than the Administration, and knew all about 
the Indian Ring long before Mr. Hayes or Mr. 
Schurz began to give the matter any attention. 
Tue nomination was not confirmed, and the 
President bas thus been saved irom consum- 
mating what we must deem a piece of gross 
injustice, for we believe Gov. Brayman has act- 
ed the part of an upright and able officer, and 
feel sure that the President will so decide, and 
govern himself accordingly, if he will avail 
himself of the present opportunity to give the 
whole case a thorough and impartial examina- 
tion. 

LINCOLN’S FIRST NOMINATION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, July 8.—The letter of Thurlow 
Weed, in to-day’s TRUE, relative to the re- 
nomination of Mr. Lincoln to the Presidency, 
recalls to me an incident preceding his first 
nomination which fllustrated the then unambi- 
tious character of the man. A movement was 
set on toot in this city, in the latter part of 
1859, in favor of Simon Cameron for President 
and Abraham Lincoln for Vice-President. It 
originated and was promoted by those who were 
opposed to the selection of William H. Seward 
as the Republican candidate, who then had many 


artisans in this city, of whom the late Charles 
I. Wilson, then of the Chicago Journal, was 
prominent. Cameron was by many supposed to 
be the most available man as against the New 
Yorker, and in this city those of that faith had 
formed a club, of which I was an officer, and 
its candidates were Cameron for President and 
Lincoln tor Vice-President. Shortly after the 
organization oi the Cameron and Lincoln Club, 
as it was called, in a conversation I had with 
Mr. Joseph Medill, editor of Tux Inox, at 
mv room, this gentleman, with what seemed to 
me to be an impromptu suggestion of the mo- 
ment, und as merely incidental, said, in reference 
to the purpose of the Club, „Why not reverse 
the order, and have it Lincoln for President and 
Cameron for Vice-President, and then it 
wouldn't be a kangaroo ticket“ Mr. Medill, as 
if kindling with bis own suggestion, became quite 
animated with the thought. This was, so far us 
I know, the Urst suggestion of Mr. Lincoln’s 
name in connection with the Presidency. I at 
least had never heard it before. A very few 
days after this I met Mr. Lincoln at the Tre- 
mout House, and said to him: ‘Mr. Lincoln, 
you have some friends in this city who are in 
favor of your nomination as President.” 
I have never forgotten the calm, thougnt- 
ful, earnest look of the man, as he 
seemed fora moment absorbed in silence, as 
though such a thought bad never before entered 
his mind. All at once he burst out in a heart 
laugh, and, tapping me on the shoulder, said, 
** Keep it up, King, keep it up, that’s a good 
joke.“ He appeared to me to have revolved 
it in his mind in its numerous phases, and was 
amused more than interested in the sugges- 
tion, as a mere vagary or meanfugless pleas- 
antry. It was not long after that that Inn 
CIAO TRIBUNE, frst of all journals, as I re- 
member, proposed aud, afterwards, zealously 
championed Mr. Lincoln for the Chief Magis- 
tracy. I never spoke to Mr. Lincoln, I believe, 
alter that, until 1 called at the White House iu 
the early part of 1565, the only time 1 was ever 
at Washington, and recailed the circumstance 
to him, in a momentary taterview, in a rusb of 
persons, and it seemed to amuse him greatly. 

always thought his reply, in the Tremont 
House, Was a spontaneous, unaffected expres- 
sion ol his modesty and unpretending modera- 
tion.

A Source of Wealth. 
San Francisco Call, 

That artesian welis are destined to be of more 
importance to the inhabitants of California than 
our citizens have generally imagineu, is not at 
the present time doubted. Nearly all of the 
experiments which have been made, no matter 
in What portion of the State, have so far proved 
prolitable. lu San Francisco, in Oakland, in 
Alameda, in Santa Ciara County, and in the Sau 
Joaquin Valley, some of these wells have been 
very successful. large quantities of water flow- 
ing from tuem. The theory upon which the 
supply rests is, that water from rains and snows 
sinks into the earth, finding ite way to the sandy 
or graveily strata, which are overlaid mm part by 
substances which are impervious to water. It 
has been conciusively shown that these layers of 
the earth in some instances run through hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of miles. In certain 
localities there are thousands of the layers or 
strata situated one above another,in which water 
has been obtained. In Algeria, as we have here- 
totore suggested, the underlying water extends 
for 600 or 50U miles, and in the north of Frauce 
great bodies have been found, and to such an 
extent does it low that miils are even impelled 
by it. Wedo not doubt that the interior of 
this State will be greatly benefited in the future 
by the coustruction of artesian wells, for the 
torination of the country is peculiarly adapted 
forthem. As we have suggested, the Sierras 
are bordered on the west by sandy plains which 
extend for 300 or 400 miles north and south, and 
intu these the water pereolates. Indeed, most 
of the small streams which flow from the 
mountains sink joto the plains early in the sum- 
mer months and disappear. Vast quantities of 
Water pass into the permeable strata and is 
lodged in basins in various portions of the State. 
Water, doubtless, also flows from the mount- 
ains, passing under the valleys, aud in some in- 
stances into the Pacific Ocean. As we have be- 
fure suggested, there is ne locality in the world 
which seems more periectly formed to furnish 
water for those who have the enterprise to bore 
for it than California. In the San Joaquin 
Vailey, where lands were claimed as. desert 
wastes, flowing wells have been obtained, in 
nearly every instance, we believe, where proper 
eiforts have been made, and some af these wells 
are exceedingly valuable.

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| THE COUNTY BOARD. | 


Walker Gets His Extras, but Not 
His Machinery. 


Making an Appropriation Out of Next 
Year’s Tax-Levy. 


The regular weekly. meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon, all the 
members present except Mr. Tabor, who is still 
sojourning at the Hot Springs. 

WALKER. 

Under the head of unfinished business, the re- 
port of the Joint Committee on Public Buila- 
ings and Public Service, laid over from a former 
meeting, providing for paying Walker $7,000 for 
extras“ and for erecting for him derricks, 
ete., to carry on the Court-House work, and for 
appropriating $200,000 of the next tax-levy for 
Court-House purposes, was taken up and read. 

Mr. Burling said the report was not what he 
supposed it was, and offered as an amendment 
to it that the money proposed to be éxpended 
for derricks be deducted from any moneys that 
may hereafter become due to McNeil & Son, and 
that the expenditure be considered an advance 
payment to the contractor, etc. 

Mr. Senne offered as a substitute a resolution 
instructing the contractor to go forward and 
supply the derricks and machinery at once. 

Mr. Burling said he had no objection to Mr. 
Senne’s proposition, but the contractor was un- 
able to furnish the machinery. He saw but 
two ways out of the dilemma,—one was 
for the Board to declare McNeil & Son’s 
contract forfeited, and another was for the 
county to supply the machinery and charge it to 
the contractor. He thought the Board ought td 
do do something at once, for the way the work 
was being done life was endangered every day. 

Mr. Boese said the whole thing was a terrible 
bungle. The county had no mouey to purchase 
derricks with for the contractors, and the con- 
tractors confessed that they had no money, and 
the best that they could do would be to come 
before the Board and state their inability to go 
forward with the work. The fact was, there 
were two parties to the contract, —the county 
and the contractor,—neither of whom had any 
money, and he regarded all of the resolutions 
and amendments as meaningless. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was in favor of the substitute, 
and called for the previous question. 

Mr. Wheeler called attention to the fact that 
the report which it was proposed to adovt com- 
prehended several very important things beside 
the derrick question, and the Board should not 
be in too great haste in the matter. He thought 
the idea of puttting up new derricks was very 
silly; from the fact that if they were put up 
they wouid stand there torotdown, There was 
machinery enough now to do all the work the 
county had the money to pay for, and until pro- 
vision had been made to procure more money it 
was useless to talk about derricks. 

Mr, Clearv said the whole Board was out of 
order, and then he set about giving everybod 
and everything a general overhauling, contend- 
ing that the report of a committee could not 
be amended, and, furthermore, that the der- 
ricks on the ground now were ample to set all 
the stone the county could pay for. 

Mr. Mulloy moved to recommit the report 
and amevdments, and after a wrangle the 
motion was lost by a vote of yeas, 4; nays, 10. 
Those yoting in the affirmative weré Messrs. 
Boese, Cleary, Muiloy, Wheeler, 

Mr. Spofford then called the previous ques- 
tion on the adoption of Mr. Senne’s substitute 
and the substitute was adopted by a vote of 9 
to 5. Those voting in the negative were Messrs. 
Boese, Bradley, Conly, Mulloy, and Wheeler. 

Mr. Senne then offered a further amendment 
providing that if McNeil & Son did not proceed 
to putin the mac‘iiuerv at once the architect 
should report back to the Board for instructions. 
The amendment prevailed. ; 

THE EXTRAS. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that the report as 
amended be taken up and adopted. 

Mr. Ayars moved as a substitute that the re- 
port be taken up by items, aud the substitute 
prevailed. 

The report was then taken up, the first item 
being the proposition to pay McNeil & Son 

Walker) $7,000 on account of extras on the 
ourt-House work. 

Mr. Senne moved that the extras“ be not 
allowed, and, in support of his motion, called 
attention to the fact that a lack of confidence 
in the Board had prevented the people from 
voting bonds to go on with the work, and that 
the voting away of monev for extras which 
the contractor bad no claim to was not apt to 
increase the public faith: He wanted the con- 
tractor to be paid all tuat was due him under 
the contract, and nothing more. 

After some further talking, Mr. Senne’s mo- 
tion was defeated, and the item adopted, as 
follows: 

Yeas—Bradley, Burling, Cleary, Conly, Fitz- 
gerald, Hoffmann, Lenzen. Meyer, Mulipy—9. 

Naye—Ayars, Boese, Spofford, Wheeler, Senne 
—0. 

As the roll was called most of the Commis- 
sioners explained their votes, Some of the ex- 
pianations were exceedingly rien. Fitzgerald, 
for instance, who, when in the minority in the 
Board a year ago, denounced all extras as 
steals, and especially those of Walker, said that 
he had voted against the extras a year ago 
because he was then prejudiced by the press and 
street talk, but he now saw things in a different 
ligbt. Mr. Buriing voted yea because 
experts had said that the extras 
should be allowed, and notwithstanding his at- 
tention was called to the fact that Architect 
Egan was the sole arbitrator in all disputes, and 
had refused to approve the allowance, he was 
immovable. Cleary reasoned out his vote in a 
very amusing way, and Senne, Spofford, Whicei- 
er, and Ayars said simpiy that their reason for 
voting against the claim was that it was unjust, 
and ought not to be allowed. 

MORTGAGING THE FUTURE. 

The next item inthe report was the appro- 
priation of $200,000 out of the next tax-leyy for 
Court-House purposes. 

Mr. Burling said he believed the people want- 
ed the Court-House built, and he was therefore 
in favor of making an appropriation. He had 
consulted the County Attorney in the matter, 
and he thought the Board could makethe ap- 
vropriation in advance and draw against) it to 
secure the contractors. 

Mr. Boese wanted the item tabled, and said it 
had no business in the report. The question of 
making the appropriation had been suggested 
in committee simply to test the sense of the 
Commissioners, and not with a view to bring- 
ing it before the Board. 

Mr. Spofford asked Mr. Burling if the County 
Attorney had not expressed some doubt as to 
the rigut of the Board to make the appropria- 
tion in advance. 

Mr. Burling replied that the Attorney had ex- 
pressed a doubt on the question, and said that 
a similar case Was in the,lowa courts, which 
would affect the legality of the propesed ac- 
tion. 

Mr. Fitzgerald urged the making of the pro- 
posed appropriaaion, on the ground that it 
would strengthen the public faith aud promote 
the value of orders now out against the Court- 
House Fund. 

Mr. Wheeler was opposed to the appropria- 
tion, and thought it was ridiculous to attempt 
to make an appropriation trom a levy which had 
not been made, He was in favor of stapping 
the work at once, because there Was no money 
to go forward with it, and because there was no 
other way in which to bolster up the public 
faith. To stop the work would be to say to the 

ublic that the Board had gone on until 
t had absorbed the money it had, and the peo- 
ple, seeing the coudition of affairs, and the sin- 
cerity aud honest intention of the Commission- 
ers, would come forward and vote for the issu- 
ing of bonds. In no other way could the Court- 
House be built. 

Mr. Senne said the record of the Board was 
anvthing else than good. Every time“ extras 
had been asked for they had been voted. There 
was the dome, the $3 per thousand ou the brick, 
and the extras just voted. He was iu favor of 
the appropriation, however. that the workmight 
go forward during the building season. 

The question was then put on the making of 
the appropriation, and it prevailed by a vote of 
10 to 4: Those voti in the negative were 
Messrs. Ayars, Boese, Spofford, and Wheeler. 

The report as a whole was then put and 
adopted. | 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that the action of the 
Board in taking the power of granting passes ty 
paupers out of the hands of the Conimittee on 
Publie Charities be reconsidered, and the mo- 
tion prevailed by an almost unanimuus vote.

ANTICIPATING THE KESUMPTION DATE. 
The power of the Secretary of the Treasu- 


ry to resume specie-payments earlier than 
the date fixed in the Resumption act is 
questioned even by some of the newspapers 
that profess to be in favor of resumption, 
Sueh a protest was to be expected from those 
who desire that resumption shall be indefi- 
nitely postponed, because they hope that the 
act may be repealed at the next session of 
Congress, and on the very eve of resumption, 
But those who desire to have resumption 
accomplished need be in nowise troubled as 
to the authority of the Secretary to anticipate 
the date fixed by the law. The Resumption 
act is mandatory, and explicitly directs that 
On and after the Ist day of January, A. D. 
1879, the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
redeem in coin the United States legal-tender 
notes then outstanding,” eto. But there 
is nothing in this act which prohibits, 
even by implication, an earlier payment 
of a debt due. It can scarcely be 
doubted that the Secretary of the Treasury 
has the authority to pay off a matured bond 
when presented, and without awaiting an 
explicit instruction from Congress. But the 
Government legal-tender notes are just as 
much matured debts, though bearing no in- 
terest, as a bond that has run out its life; 
they are promises to pay on demand. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is the financial 
officer of the Government, and he can elect 
to pay its debts when they are due if he has 
the means to meet them. Nothing short of 
anjact of Congress expressly forbidding him 
to pey that class of indebtedness represented 
by the circulating Government notes could 
deprive him of this authority, and we know 
of no such act; certainly the Resumption act 
contains no such prohibition, but only com- 
mands him to pay the demand notes after 


Jan. 1, 1879, whatever he may do previous to 


that time. The intimation that the 
Finance Committees of Congress will ar- 
raign Secretary Suzrman for exceeding his 
authority in case he proceed in this matter 
ig not at all alarming; it is not probable that 
Congress will impeach the financial officer of 
the Government for paying adebt due on 
demand. We have too much faith in na- 
tional pride to believe that the American 
Congress will go on record as denouncing it 
a erime to pay a national debt. | 
The advantages of an immediate resunip- 
tion are manifold. It will dispose of the 
ugliest and most distressing political issue 
with which the country has had to contend 
since the close of the War. It is an issue 
which has been in the nature of a threat for 
years, The threat to resume; the threat to 
postpone resumption; the threat of con- 
tracting the greenbacks and thie threat of in- 
flating the currency; the threat of attemptdd 
resumption on the single gold stand- 
ari; the threat never to resume, but 
to resort to absolute or flat scrip 
money, —all these and other phases 
of the issue have divided up political 
parties, swallowed up practical questions of 
importance, retarded legislation, and dis. 
turbed business to an extent not easily esti- 
timated. Resumption once accomplisheil, 
this issue will be definitely set aside. The 
capital and business energy of the country 
will have a safe and sure basis on which to 
proceed, The greenbacks, which are now 
within one-half of 1 per cent of par with 
gold, will rise immediately to par, and remain 
there; and one reason they are a fraction 
below par now is because of the apprehen- 
sion that the Resumption act may possibly 
be repealed before it can be carried out. If 
the country were absolutely certain of re- 
sumption, even on Jan. 1 next, gold would 
come out and circulate side by side with 
greenbacks, for not even the demand for 
gold for payment of duties would maintain 
it at a premium in the face of resumption, 
and with a balance of 5230, 000, 000 of 
foreign trade in favor of this country and 
payable in coin or its equivalent. | 
The announcement of resumption Aug, 1 
next will give the country the certainty which 
is so sadly needed. Resumption will then 
be a fait accompli. It will not be a promise 
that may be doubted or a threat that may be 
feared,—it will be a thing done. The three 
ot four months intervening between actual 
résumption and the meeting of Congress 
will demonstrate the whole case, and the 
Ewixes, and Buriers, and Voornexs, and 
others of the fiat-paper school, will find their 
opcupation gone. If they undertake to say 
te Secretary Suerman, “You can’t do this 
sort of thing,” his reply will be, “But I 
have done it.” He will be sustained by the 
| business interests of the country. Thou- 
sends of men now deluded by 5 
fallacies will discover that resumption means 
an enlargement of the volume of money of a 
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and demand for investments, and 
they will join in the resistance to 
any proposed disturbance of this state of 
things. The question before Congress will 
no longer be whether or not to oppose re- 
sumption ; if Congress considers the matter 
any further, it will be on the question 
whether or not to suspend specie- payments. 
There is infinitely less danger of a formal | 
suspension of specie-payments than there is 
of the repeal or postponement of a mere 
promise to resume specie-payments. To 
pass an act of Congress directing a suspen- 
sion of specie-payments in the face of the 
Government's demonstrated ability to main- 
tain them and an unlimited Government 
credit, would be as if a man improsperons 
business, able to pay his debts as they ma- 
ture and to borrow all that may be necessary 
to carry on his iness, should suddenly an- 
nounce his own suspension. His neighbors 
would unanimously agree that such a man 
was either crazy or dishonest. There is too 
much good sense and national pride in this 
country to permit Congress to stultify 
itself and disgrace the American people by 
any such action as this. Certain demagogues 
may lament the loss of their stock in trade, — 
the. fiat-scrip issue,—but the country at 
large will rejoice at their suppression, and 
currency-tinkering may be put aside till an- 
other war or some other national disaster 
shall bring about new confusion, 

We hope that Secretary SunnuAx will have 
the courage to resume at once, and that he will 
enjoy the confidence and support of the Pres- 
ident and his entire Cabinet. It only needs 
pluck, for everything else has been provided. 
There are $200,000,000 of solid coin in the 
Treasury; there are unaccounted millions 
stowed away in vaults and hiding-places 
ready to come out just 60 soon as 
gold shall cease to have a special 
value. The paper currency is ready, for there 
is only a fraction of difference between it 
and coin, and no sudden jump to be taken, 
There will be no disturbance in values, ex- 
cept that prices will begin to rise under the 
stimulant of an increased stock and better 
quality of money and renewed confidence. 
The coupons of bonds held abroad will come 
back to this country in payment of balances, 
eo that gold will not be demanded for ex- 
port; ina few months coin will seek the 
Treasury, as a place of safekeeping, in ex- 
change for greenbacks, equally valuable and 
more desirable. We have gone through the 
long agony; now let us have the reward in 
new and sober prosperity at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 


LABOR-SAVING MACHINES, 

One of the loudest howls of tramps, Com- 
munists, Socialists and of too many labor- 
ing men who are supposed to be intelligent, 
is made against labor-saving machinery. 
From the days of the invention of the spin- 
ning-jenny to the present, the working class 
in general has been profuse and persistent in 
its opposition, claiming that the labor-saving 
machines are destroying labor, throwing 
people out of employment, and taking bread 
from the laborer’s mouth. The tramps in 
Ohio and Indiana and in some parts of Iowa 
have carried their theories into practical ef- 
fect by breaking into farmers’ premises in the 
night and destroying mowers, reapers, and 
thresuers, and, by sending letters to farmers 
threatening them with violence if they con- 
tinue to use them. A fair and pertinent 
illustration of the folly of these people may 
be found in the experiences through which 
the Chinese are now passing. There is no 
nation on the face of the earth more bitterly 
opposed to labor-saving macliines. They 
are worse than conservative. Their civiliza- 
tion is a petrifaction, and has not changed 
for thousands of years. Just as persistently 
as the civilized nations of the world have 
sought to introduce their machinery, the 
Chinese have barred it out. They have con- 
sented to use improved firearms because 
they have discovered that they can kill 
themselves off more rapidly with rifled can- 
non and breech-loaders than with their old 
wooden mortars and stink-pots. Against 
everything else, however, they have set their 
faces like a flint. The English recently suc- 
ceeded in building a railroad of a few miles 
in length, but it, had been in operation 
but a few weeks when the natives, on the 
order of the Government, paid forit and 
tore it up, and they have rejected every 
offer of Western engineers to replace it. 
The policy of the Imperial Government 
seems to bo not only to chut 
he whole Empire out from the rest of the 
world, but to isolate every province from 
every other province. Accordingly the Gov- 
ernment not only refuses to allow the con- 
struction of railroads, but has let all the 
canals go to ruin, so that they are no longer 
navigable, and all the works for irngation to 
fall into decay, so that they are no longer 
available in time of drought. The only 
meaus of transportation left are carts, drawn 
sometimes by camels and mules, but usually 
by men, or the still more primitive style of 
carrying burdens upon bamboo poles slung 
across the shoulders. Railroads, canals, and 
steamboats are the great labor-saving ma- 
chines of the Nineteenth Century, and these 
are resolutely and completely banished from 
China. What is the result? An area of 
100,000 square miles of that Empire is dev- 
astated by one of the most crucl famines 
the world has ever known, Five millions of 
Chinamen have already starved to death, and 
millions more must follow, unless the world, 
out of compassion for suffering hu- 
manity, finds some means of breaking 
through the wall of Chinese conservatism 
and compelling the Government to adopt 
and use the improyed machinery of Western 
civilization. The Chinese official reports 
declare that the people have sunk into the 
worst condition of cannibalism. When the 
fantine commenced, the living fed upon the 
dead victims. Then the strong commenced 
to devour the weak, and now men kill their 
wives, children, and parents for food. Why 


(all this suffering? Because, in the first 


place, the Chinese have destroyed their 
irrigating works, which might partially at 
least have relieved the disastrons effects of 
the long-continued drought. Inthe second 
place, they refuse to allow the construction 
of the only system of transportation that 
would be able to carry rice from the districts 
where there is a surplus over the long 
distances to the famine-stricken sections, 
In India the English Government has saved 
millions of lives by its system of railroads, 
carrying food with great rapidity into 
the affected districts. In those district 
not reached by railroads, the only trans- 
portation available was wagons drawn by 
oxen,—the primitive form which our Com- 
munists advocate as against that magnificent 
labor-saver, the railroad. The result war 
failure, for before the teams could reach 
their destination the men and animals had 
eaten up their loads. China has suffered 
from many famines, and must continue to 
suffer until its Government consents to the 
introduction of the improved machinery, the 
labor-saving implements, and the rapid

transportation of the Western nations. The 
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from drought or 
from any sudden cz in this country is 
the facility of transportation all over its 
broad area. Suppose, for example, that im- 
mediately after our great fire we had had to 
depend upon the modes and machinery of 
transportation advocated by Communists 
and those who oppose labor-saving macbines. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, must have 
starved to death before relief could have 
reached us. 

The Scientific American has lateiy pre- 
sented some statistics with regard to labor- 
saving machinery that ought to make an 
impression upon that part of the laboring 
class in the West which is trying to compel 
the farmers to return to the primitive meth- 
ods of hand labor, It ahows that in the 
great grain-producing States of the West 
the agricultural class increased 50 per cent 
in the ten years ending in 1860, and in the 
succeeding ten years 30 per cent, which is 
13 per cent in excess of its share of the gain 
of the whole country, The fallacy of the 
statement of these men, that labor-saving 
machines are destructive of labor, is shown 
by this increase, which took place during a 
period the most prolific in labor-saving in- 
ventions the world has ever known, and by 
the additional fact that the number of 
hands in manufactories more than doubled 
in the same period. The Scientific American 
also cites the shoe-trade and cotton-manu- 
facture. Twenty years ago every shoe was 
made by hand, and now 85 per cent 
are made by labor-saving machines; 
but now the number of shoemakers 
is vastly increased, because American 
shoes find a market all over the world. 
Besides this, the laborer in the factory is 
paid better wages than his predecessor re- 
ceived who made the shoe on his knee. It 
cites the case of a cotton-mill which for forty- 
five years has employed an average of 400 
operatives in making a particular grade of 
sheetings. Since 1835 the product per hand 
has more than doubled, Since that time the 
hours of labor have been decreased, and yet, 
since 1855, the wages of women have risen 
22 per vent, and of men 46 per cent. It is 
strange that, with such statistics before them, 
and what is true of one class of labor-say- 
ing machinery is true of all,—workingmen 
cannot see that the labor-saving machine 
is his best friend, and that whatever tends to 
give a higher utility and a broader area for 
raw material gives a higher utility to labor, 
and a higher value to man as a laborer. It 
is strange that they cannot see that the in- 
troduction of each new labor-saving machine 
not only provides more people with labor in 
making them, but, by simplifying production, 
increases the demand for labor. 


DRAINAGE OF ILLINOIS LOW LANDS. 
Some time ago we published a statement 
of the wet lands in the State of Illinois unfit 
for cultivation for want of drainage. This 
statement, compiled from official informa. 
tion, furnished the following facts:

Present value of wet lands, average .$12, #69, 286 
Value of wet lands after drainage . 52,958,603 
Increased value because of drainage. 40, 080, 317 
This statement included all lands, whether 
those always under water, or under water at 
particular seasons, but rendered impossible 
to be cultivated. These wet lands are large- 
ly on the prairies, and are especially adapted 
to easy drainage. It is curious to note that 
they are mainly in the most productive 
counties of the State, especially in the corn 
belt. The counties having each over 15,000 
acres Of these wet lands requiring drainage 
to fit them for cultivation are the following, 
with the number of acres in each county :

Under the Constitution of 1870, all previ- 
dus laws on the subject of drainage were de- 
clared void by the Supreme Court, and it 
was found necessary by the last Legislature 
to propase an amendment to the Coustitu- 
tion. Winch amendment reads as follows: 


Resolved, That there shal! be submitted to 
the voters of tne State it the next élection for 
membors of the Genera) Assembly u proposition 
to so umend the thirty-flrat section of the fourth 
article of the Constitation that the same may read 
as follows: ‘* The General) Assembly may pass 
laws permitting the owners of lands to construct 
Gratins, ches, and levees for agricuitural, san! 
tary, or mining purposes, gero the lands of 
others, and provide for the organization of drain- 
age dwtricts, and vest the corporate authorities 
thereof with power to construct and maintain 
levees, drains, and ditches, and to keep in repair 
all drains, ditches, and jevees heretofore conatruct- 
ed under the laws of this State. by special assess- 
ments upon the property benueuted thereby. 


This amendment to the State Constitution 
has to be voted upon by the people at the 
election in November next. The adoption of 
this amendment by the people at the next 
election is essential to the enactment of any 
law providing for drainage by taxation of the 
property drained. The last Legislature 
passed such a law, but it must remain inop- 
erative until the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion shall be declared to have been adopted 
by the popular’ vote. It is important that 
the people of the State, and especially of the 
counties suffering for the want of a general 
system of drainage, shall see that this amend- 
ment be not overlooked, and that a vote for 
it shall be printed on the ballots of all par- 
ties. 

Under the law, each district or county can 
adopt that system of drainage which will 
best be adapted to the surface of the land, 
and especially to the outlets. When the out- 
lets in the shape of running streams or ra- 
vines are easily reached, drainage will be of 
comparatively small labor and small cost. 
In other places, canal ditches, extending long 
distances and fed by tiles or lateral ditches, 
involving, perhaps, deep cutting and no in- 
considerable engineering skill, may he neces- 
sary. But the great end to be attained is 
that low or wet land may be able to 
demand the right of way for its drains across 
all lands lying between it and a sufficient 
outlet. No obstinate, or malicious, or non- 
enterprising person will hereafter have the 
legal right to refuse to drain his own land, 
and thereby prohibit the drainage of the 
lands of others. The gost, as well as the 
plan, of this drainage will be a proper ques- 
tion to be determined by a court and jury in 
each district, and every land-owner will be 
compelled to pay his fair proportion accord-

u the official table we have referred to 
are included several districts which are to 
be reclaimed, not so much by drainage as by 
levees. These districts are principally along 
the Illinois River. The other land is, how- 
ever, not so much subject to overflow as it 
is to accumulation of water from the spring 
and early summer rains, which cover the 


land bevause of the want of any natural fall 
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to carry the water off. The overflowed lands, 
suffer from ‘the high water in the natural 
outlets at certain seasons; the other lands 
suffer because of the remoteness of any 
natural outlet for the rains, which seem to be- 
come more excessive each year in this State 


1 
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It is estimated that the present value of 
these wet lands is at an average of $7 per 
acre, while if drained they will have an 
average cash value of $30 per acre. Deduct- 
ing the present from the future value of the 
land, the net increase in value will be at an 
average of $23 per acre; as the wet lands at 
present cannot be cultivated, the operation 
of draining, and thereby reclaiming them, 
will be equivalent to the purchase of that 
much additional land worth $23 per acre for 
the mere cost of tiling and ditching. 
It is not extravagant to assume that, 
leaving out of calculation the lands along the 
river bottqms, and those requiring the con- 
struction of levees for their protection, 
in two years, by ordinary ditching, tiling, 
and other drainage, there can be rescued 
from the water and put in cultivation at least 
1,500,000 acres of as good and productive 
corn-land as can be found in the State, equal 
to an addition of 45,000,000 bushels of corn 
or 2,000,000 to the number of hogs produced 
annually in the State. The cost, distributed 
among the owners, each man supervising 
his own expenditure, will he small when 
compared with the returns. 


Tha Cincinnati uguirer utters a cry of 
aistrdds about Secretary Suxrman’s project of 
anticipating the date of resumption as fixed 
by the act of 1875. It admits that the plan 
has been developed before the Cabinet, and 
has received considerable encouragement, 
but professes to think that it is a feint in 
advance of the meeting of Congress to pre- 
vent legislation unfavorable to resumption. 
Then it proceeds to say that resumption 
could not be maintained six months, and in- 
timates that Secretary Suknuax will not dare 
to proceed in the business. All of which is 
important only as indicating that the flat- 
scripites and anti-resumptionists begin to 
fear that the wind will be taken out of their 
sails. There will be something more than a 
‘* feint,” or else there will be nothing at all. 
Either Secretary Sunnuax will let matters rest 
as they ‘stand, or he will ‘announce his readi- 
ness to redeem all the greenbacks that may be 
presented to him. If he choose the latter 
course, it will not be a ‘‘feint,” for he will 
do just what he says. He has $200,000,- 
000 of coin to start on, d a few montis will 
demonstrate whether the people want it or 
not; if they do, he can get all that may be 
asked for in addition by exchanging green- 
backs and bonds for a new supply, as the 
law permits him todo. If people draw out 
coin under these circumstances, it will be to 
use it, and not to hoard it away, so we shall 
have both coin ahd greenbacks. We can’t 
imagine any better condition of things. We 
hope the Eugutrer and its unreasoning anti- 
resumption friends will go on daring Secre- 
tary Sunnxax to try it. This sort of talk 
may spur him to do it. — for to try is to do 
it. How many greenbacks will the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer take out of its business to 
send on to Washington or New York for 
redemption? Or how many greenbacks 
will the Enquirer’s bank take from its loana- 
ble funds to send on, and pay the express 
charges on the coin returned, simply in 
order to stow away the coin in its vaults and 
lose the interest thereon? 


The kaleidoscope of the European Con- 
gress presents an entirely new combination, 
and a very surprising one. It was made 
known in that body yesterday, according to 
the dispatches, that England and Turkey 
have concluded a treaty with each other by 
which the former guarantees the integrity of 
the latter’s domintons in Asia, the first step 
towards which will be the occupation of 
Cyprus by the English. We have already 
discussed the probability of this occupation, 
and shown its relations to the Eastern Ques- 
tion as a new means of defense for India 
and a new route to that country by a rail- 
road down the Valley of the Euphrates to 
the Persian Gulf. The present coup of 
BeaconsFietD is still more extensive in its 
scope. It substantially places Asiatic Turkey 
under a British protectorate, and exposes 
Russia to a dangerous flank attack if she 
menace India at any time in 
the future. So far as the, moral 
and social condition of the Asiatic 
provinces is concerned, the change will bo 
for the better, as England makes herself re- 
sponsible for religious toleration, less griev- 
ous taxation, and good government. As she 
also agrees to protect them aguinst invasion 
from auy quarter, the treaty is a defiance to 
Russia. As it is an independent contract be- 
tween the Powers concerned, and does not 
come within the scope of the Congress, it 
cannot be affected except at the cost of war. 
Russia will undoubtedly protest against such 
an alliance; but can she afford to fight Eu- 
gland and Turkey combined, when tlie latter 
Power has half a million soldiers left? The 
odds are too tremendous for Russia to hope 
to break down the treaty by force, and it 
adds to its binding character that both 
Austria and Italy approve of it.

HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

Sardou’s drama of Agnes,“ which was given 
for the first time here by the Union Square 
company last evening, wasin many respects a 
surprise. In the first place, it was surprising to 
those who are accustomed to look upon Sardou 
asa man incapable of perpetrating a mediocre 
play to find that they were mistaken. In the 
second place, it was surprising to hear—as all 
have heard by this time—that Agnes Ethel paid 
$10,000 jor it, and made a promt. It was nota 
bit surprising to see that the members of the 
Union Square company, with all their_talent 
and their best endeavor, seconded by the good 
willLof the audience, were unable to make the 
piece come up to the expectatious of the public. 
It is called an emotional comedy-draina; but 
beyond the picture of an infatuated young wife, 


who easily condones the worst offense a husband 
can be guilty of, and biubbers over a heartiess 
deserter, one fails to perceive an element of 
*emotionalism’’ in the whole story. It comes 
nearer to farce than to comedy. The rst jour 
acts are @ preparation for some approaching 
climax,’ and that develops into a farcical 
scene in an msane asylum. The sixth act ex- 
plains everything to the two principal person- 
ages of the play, and nothing to the spectator, 


wuo is never for a moment in doubt. 
In short, it is destitute of that 
feature of melodrama, plot,“ which 


often covers a multitude of imperfections. 
The story is the image of a sensation which 
once convulsed Vienna. Asa newspaper sen- 
sation, it was probably interesting. Its trans- 
jation into dramatic shape divests it of its real- 
ism, aud adds uothing imagivative in the sur- 
roundings that reflects credit upon the inyent- 
iveness of the playwrieht. inthe first act toe 
Countess de Joeplitz (Miss Jewett) hears trom 
Jeweler Birachman(Le Moyne)that her husband, 
the Count (Coghlan), las become enamored of a 
fascinating dancer, Ste ld (Miss Norwood). Here 
is some emotional agony—the natural grief of 
a wife ou discovering the perfidy of ber lord. 
The next scene reveals the preity Stela in her 
dressing-room at the Half Theatre, and hers 
are some realistic discoveries as to 
danseuse prepares ter toilet § for 
stage,—how she arranges her 
lin saucer, and powdera her bust, and 
paints her face, and receives the adoration of 
privileged admirers. ibis sketch is pretty and 
provocative, and ope of tue best perhaps io the 
lay. Miss Norwood, however, dig not identify 
— 2 very readily with the character she was 
called on to assume. From ‘this time Ste 
drops out of the listory, and we come next to 
the office of the Miuister of Polive, Saron 
Auu ber (Parselle), Who, on beariug the injured 
wife’s complaint, consents to send the Count to 
a mad-house to prevent him from running away 
with the pretty Ste . That is ail we hear or 
sce of the Minister of Police, who also drops 


out of the story. There is a Baroness Jie u 
(Linda Dietz), who likewise pops in 
aud pops out again in an inexplicable 
way. in Act 4 there is a scene be- 
4ween the husband and wile at 


their home, in which the wife behaves herself 
like a silly fool, and the husband like a dastard 
and a lar. He runs away from her to join tae 
little danter, but the wife mauages to intercept 
his little game, and then faints on aecount af 
doing it. ‘The emotionalism bere consists inthe 
Countess fondling her brute, and calling him pet 
names. Miss Jewett lays her head on Mr. 
Coghian’s shoulder, and tries to coax him to 
stay. “Coghlan looks at his watch, and acts as 
if be wished bis fond wle in Tophet. Nex: 
scene is an apartment in the insane asylum. 
This is a comedy act, aud Mr. Coghian is evi- 
dently very ul at ease in carrying it through. 
He is made to obDelieve that his wife 
bas had him shut up theres in 
order to enjoy @ tete a tete in security 
with ‘a lover. Whereupon the monster be- 
comes Wiid with jealous rage, and manages to 
escape by a stratagem, threatening deadly vea- 
geance on tie periidious woman. lu the last 
scene he comes back to his Lome, and proceeds 
to carry out his hellish purpose, but discovers 
that it is all a mistake, aud so the man and wife 
embrace, and the curtain falls. It Will appear 
from this that here is but flimsy material in 
the play. Ine best that can be said in its favor 
is that it contains little bits“ of character 
sketching, such as the Maz 
of George Giidens, the Balthazar of Mr. 
J. B. Polk, the Birschman of LeMoyne, 
and one or two minor parts, which were ren- 
dered with suilient care. Mr. Cogbian was 
rather stilted and uneasy in his part, which he 
rather walked through than acted, while Mies 
Jewett apparently saw no possibilities in her 
role, other than to look sweet and grieve prét- 
tily over the infidelity of her husband. And 
perhaps that was all it was possibie for her to 
do. he most interesting figure in the picce,is 
Stella, and the most interesting feature of Miss 
Norwood’s performance was the way she man- 
aged that powder-puff.

Last Saturday night Mr. Harlow Coy toid a 
Tum reporter, in a lugubrious votre, that 
this was the very first trouble he had ever got- 
ten into, referring to his arrest on a charge of 
forgery by Mr. Gray, and that he had always 
tried very hard to keep bis reputation“ spotless 
among business men. Notwithstanding this 
assertion by Mr. Coy, it was hinted by others 
that he was regarded as a pretty slippery fellow, 
when viewed from a business standpoint, and 
tue testimony of a number of gentlemen yester- 
day appeared to substantiate the charge,

toid to a representative of this paper yesterday, 
was to the effect that a man named Glacier 
who at present does not reside in the city, had 
an office with Coy before the Great Fire. 
Glacier was a money-loaner, and Coy was in 
the real-estate business, as he has been ever 
sitice, or until he went to jail. Glacier went 
away for a few days, leaving the cart of his 


affairs with Coy, and also the cdmbina- 
tion of dis safe, with instructions 
to take ip some money which was 


due him, and which would probably be paid in 
during hisabsence. When Glacier returned he 
found not one cent of money in the safe, and, 
as near as he could find out, there liad been 
taken therefrom about $500.

Coy some $400 or $500 on these notes, dr on the 
coupons, believing that Coy owned them. He 
afterwards ascertained that the West Side man 
sold this property to a man in St. Joe, or some 
other place in Michigan, the latter assuming the 
incumbrances. The Michigander subsequent! 
transferred the property to @ man on Sout 
Water street, the latter agreeing to assume the 
balance of the notes. Coy made his note to 
Carswell for four months, and by this time 
it was past due, and the latter be- 
gan to look after his collaterals. 
He communicated with the Michigan man con- 
cerning one of the notes, which was past duc, 
aud directly received answer that the note in 
question bad been taken ap and paid, and that 
ior further information he would réfer Mr. 

The 
latter informed Carsweil that he bad just paid 
the next note, which was bv this timed due, to 
Mr. Coy. Then Coy was seen, and was told that 
something must be done. He told Catswell to 
come in the next day and he would fix the 
matter up, which he did, paying priveipal and 
interest.

and wanted to borrow $50. The latter asked 
whether be could offer any security. He could. 
He had a Chickering piano, with round corners 
and elegantiy-carved legs, at home. This should 
be his collateral, and, content with the repre- 
sentation, Mr. Chambers went with! Coy to 
Justice Pollak’s office and fixed up the 
loan, taking a note with this security. 
Ine loan was made for thirty days. 
Promptly on the 16th of June. Mr. Coy waiked 
into Mr. Chambers’ store and remarked that he 
believed the note was due, but he beered the 
indulgence of the loaner for “a day or two,“ 
until he could fix up a real estate sale with the 
firm of Culver, Page & Hoyne, which be repre- 
sented he was coucluding. Grace was granted. 
Ten days passed by and no Coy appeared. 
Chambers went to look for him at His house, 
No. 11 Park avenue. He was told that Mr. Coy 
was not at home. Not seeing anv piatio in the 
parlor, Mr. Chambers asked Mrs. Coy where 
the piano was. She replied that they had no 
piano, and never had one. Mr. Coy must have 
returned shortiy after Mr. Chambers’ departure, 
for he very soon afterward put ip an appearance 
at the latter’s place of business, and stated that 
„tat real-estate trade had pot beet consum- 
mated with Culver, Page & Hoyne, and he want- 
ed an extension. Chambers told him lie did not

faced forgeries ever perpetrated. It seems that 
Mr. Gray and D. W. Potter of this city had 
some. real-estate transaction, in the course of 
which the former became indebted to the latter 
in the sum of $1,000, due in a year’s time. 
There Was an incumbrance on the property, and 
Potter agreed to take $950 if he cduld get it 
then in preference to waiting a year for the 
whole amount, for which Gray had given his 
note. Gray desired to nave the thing closed ap, 
aud accordingly sent Coy the money to pay the 
note. What Coy really did was to pay Potter 
$40) on the note and keep the balance, 
promising Potter that he would pay 
it trom time to time. The thing rau 
along, Grav supposed the money had been paid, 
avd probably would have done so to this day 
bad he not come out this way in Match. Why 
sliouldn't he have been easy in his mind with 
what purported to be perfectly straight papers 
before hiin,—the note marked paid 14 full, and 
the decd releasing the incumbrance,+all going 
to show, as he had every reason to suppose, that 
the money bad been paid, and that he had the 
evidence of it in black and white? When Gray 
reached Chicago it was natural for him to see 
his attorney here, Mr. William L. Moss, and it 
was natural enough for the iatter to remind his 
client that one Petter heid a note against bim. 
It was still more natural for Gray to be very 
much astonished, and he was more aston- 
ished when investigation showed him how 
Coy had manipulated matters. rhe 
papers iu the case show that D. N. Bash was the 
trustee, aud that he executed the release deed, 
the acknowledgment being taken by one John 
M. Beverly, a Notary Publie. The signature of 
Bash would deceive ho one who is at all familiar 
with that gentleman's handwriting. Whether 
that of Beverly is genuine or not is not known. 
Potter produced Gray’s note, declared the siz- 
nature to the one Coy had sent East as a mis- 
erable forgery of the thinnest kind, and the re- 
suit was that the Bostonian had to pay all of the 
original note, except the $400, which Coy had 
turned over to Potter. ;

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THE DELAVAN SCANDAL. 


Report of the State Board of Charitable 
Caiciminers—They Fail to Secure a Very 
Hard Finish, Notwithstanding the Exer- 
tion of the Most Charitable Efforts. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Mapison, Wis., July 8.—Secretary Kanouse, 
of the Board of Charities and Reforms, com- 
pleted the report of the investigation of the 

Delavau scandal this afternoon, and it was hand- 

ed to the Governor to-night. After reciting the 


authority by which the inquiry Was 
made, the report states that the 
Board investigated charges against the 


local Board of speculating for their personal 
profit in selling produce to the Institute, keep- 

ing mistresses at the Institute, and refusing to 
investigate charges against C. L. Williams, a 
former teacher, and giving him a lett- handed 
certificate of good character. Asto the first 
two charges, nothing was found to sub- 
stautiate them. The Board mildly cen- 

sures the local Board for not making a full 

investigation of the charge against Williams. 
That gentleman’s charges against Principal De- 
motte were, first, that he ordered several of the 
older girls. pupils of the Iustitute, to their 
rooms, and caused them to undress and go to 

bed iu his presence, that they might not there- 
after be in a position to cry “Shame!” at a 
teacher; second, improper, impure, and crimizal 
intimacy with femaie teachérs in the Institute. 
and some of the older female pupils. The first 
charge was entirely disproved. To the second 
charge Mr. Demotte at first made an uuequiv- 
ocal denial, but afterward confessed to kissing 
some of the younger pupils. It was proven, 
however, that he not only kissed the teachers, 
but also the older pupils. The fact of kissing 
might not imply any harm, but, the fact 

that he at first denied it in toto and then had it 
proven on him, suows that there was some harm 
back of it all. The Board, however, make the 
conclusion that, From the testimony, we are 
of the opinion that there has been no impure or 
criminal intimacy between Principal Demotte 
and the female. teachers, or the older female 
pupils of the Institute. We are, however, of 
the opinion that indiscreet familiarity has been 
wore or less induiged.”’ 

The charges against the Steward, A. J. Wood- 

bury, were, first, tae seduction of female pu- 
pils; second, with having committed rape upon 
the persons of female pupils. Many of the o- 
cers, teachers, and employes were examined in 
Mr. Woodburv‘s behalf to show his good char- 
acter and gentlemanly behavior. It was shown 
by the testimony of the pupils, however, that he 
had induced them to goto his room, where he 
bad got them on his .bed aud sitempt- 
ed to outrage them, but they had suc 
in frastratwg his designs, two 
of the pupils testifying that de tried 
to get bis hands under tiefr clothes, but that 
they pushed him away and escaped from his 
room. The testimony is very long in this re- 
spect. One teature of the testimony in bebalf 
of the defense is the persistent efforts to smirch 
the characterof these unlortunate giris by the 
testimony ef teachers and 8 The 
Hoard concludes, iu bis case, as follows: It 
does not appear to the Board that the testi- 
mony of the two girls, Terry and Eberle, 
was materially affected by the foregoing 
attempt at impeachment. On the other band, 
their testimony in our estimation stands asa 
simple and hovest recital of facts. ‘The attempt 
to show that the testimony of Misses Jerry and 
Eberle was prompted in detail by Mr. Williams 
was not successiul, since Miss ferry had told 
ber mother of Mr. Woodbury’s improper actions 
a läͤug time before tuis investigativn was or- 
dered or thought of.“ From all the testimony 
the Board mildly says that Mr. Wuudbury has 
Gone wrong.

CROP PROSPECTS IN EUROPE. 

The Pars correspondent of the London Statist 
writes to that journal: It cannot de denied that 
the hopes for an excellent crop in France are 
greatly lessened. In the north especially there is 
a continuance of rainy weather which does great 
harm; in the centre the position ie better; in the 
southern districts farmers complain ef continued 
dryness, but the vines are not damaged toa great 
extent. In the absence of any true statistical 
summing- up, it is difficult to sav what are the real 
prospects of crops. Generally speaking, the 
month of June is arainy one in Paris, and as 
Paris is the heart of France, and the seat of the 
principal organs of the French press, I have al- 
ways observed thatthe crops are judged in 3 
gioomy way in June, and that the opinion im- 
proves towards July. In Paris there is none out 
the stock-dealing part of the population which 
cares anything about. the state of the crops, 
and jobbers are not always particular to state 
facta otherwise than according to their own in- 
terests. Statistics in France are a point noir. 
They are found to be a tedious matter, and the 
— do not take the slightest interest in them. 
Vhen writers set to work for many hours to 
gather facts, they are rarely rewarded by public 
attention; while a few humorous phrases clever! 
thrown on the paper will at oece be talked of in all 
quarters. Some official statements have been 
made by the Austro-Hungarian Government re- 
epecting the prospects of crops. In the western 
part of Austria there has been sufficient rainfall 
and fine weather; in the easiern part they com- 
ain of dryness. There are good prospects in 
Vestern Hungary, Croatia, and the Bukowina. 
Rye presents, on the whole, good average pros- 
pects; so does wheat. Harley and oats offer 
equally good yield, especially in the west. The 
barley in Dalmatia will be cut presentiv. Oats 
are excellent in Hungary and Istria. Potatoes are 
good nearity everywhere. Vines have already be- 
gun to flourish in Dalmatia and in the Tvrolese. 
In Hungary. Styria. Dalmatia, and South Austria 
the vine promises first-class results. As to co- 
coons, the news is equally good.

Judge Blodgett yesterday decided a number of 
cases which he bas had under advisement. ‘The 


grat wae that of the United States vs. DeWitt D. 


farreliand oihers. This was a suit on a distiller's 
wagebouring bond, dated June 13, 1870, given by 
Tarte as principal, and being in the penal sum of 

000. It was conditioned for the payment by 
Farrell to the Revenue-Collector of the tax om 449 
harre ls of distilled spirits, containing 32, 182 gal- 
jons of proof spirite, which had been @tered for 
deposit in the distillery warehouse attached to 
Farrell's distillerr. About six weeks after 
the bond was given a fire destroved 
the distillery and warchon se, and their contents, 
without any neglect or carelessness on Farrell's 
part. The warehouse in question was also in 
charge of a Government Storekeeper, who had the 
keys, and he was not present at the time the tire 


proke out. 

Judge Blodgett, in deciding the case, said the 
first point made by the defendants was that the 
Joss occurred by reason of the absence of the 
Storekeeper from the warehouse atthe time the 
fre broke out, and until it was too late to remove 
the spirits. The fire occurred avout noon, and 
the proof showed the man had gone to 
pis dinner. The distillery was not then ftun- 
ning, and the Storekeeper's constant presence 
was not peeued to superintend the operations 
of the distillery. There was no rule or law re- 
quiring the constant attendance of the Storekeeper 
at the warehouse or distillery when distilling was 
not going on? but, even if there was, the law was 
well settled that the Government could not be 
made a loser by the neglect of duty of an officer. 

Bat the main point of the defense was that the 
distiller was not liable on the bond until he aeked 
and obtained a permit to remove the spirits from 
the warchouse; that the act of paying the tax and 
removal might be simultaneous. Sec. 3. 248 of 
the statates provided that the tax should attach to 
distilled spirits as soon as they were in existence 
as each. The distiller, in other words, be- 
came liable for the tax as soon as the 
spirits were produced. But by the warehouze 
system the distiller was allowed one year in which 
to pay the tax. He was a debtor to the Govera- 
ment forthe amount of the tax as soon as pre- 
duced, but upon certain conditions was allewed 
time for making the payment. Secs. 3, 287, 3,293, 
and 3.204. when taken together, clearly showed 
that the warr housing bond was taken solely for the 
purpore of securing the payment of the tax at the 
convenience of the distiller within a year. That 
view was further sustained bv the provisions of 
law which fixed the taxes to be paid by the amount 
of spirits which were gauged into the warehouse 
and not by the amount gauged out. If the tax 
was not fixed until removal, that would be thetime 
at which they should be gauged for payment of 
tax. The letter of the bond also provided for the 
payment of the tax on a iixed and certain quantity 
ofapirits ‘‘ before such spirits shall be removed 
from 8 warchouse, and within one year from 
the date of the 1 

By the terms of the bond, the distiller must pay 
the tax on removal of the spirits, and it mattered 
not whether the removal was caused by their etapo- 
rution, or combustion from fire, or by the deiiberate 
act of the distiller. In either case they were re- 

oved, and the condition of the bond was broken. 

t might seem a harsh rule, but it was the only 

guide the Court had to go by. The Court eouid 

not make the contract, but must construe and en- 
ferce the one made by the parties. 
GEN. M’ ARTHUR. 

Judge Blodgett also passed on the pleadingsin 
the McArthur case, overruling the demurrers to 
three or four. but sustaining those to the re- 
mainder—abeut twenty. He held that the neglect 
of the Goverament’s agent to examine McArthur's 
secounis, and see that the money was put into the 
fub-Treasurr, did not release the sureties on his 
bond; also, that, notwithstanding the instructions 
of the Attorney-General, McArthur had no right 
to deposit the money necessary for current 
OX Pen mes Cook .County National aad 
use it, hie duty being to keep it safely, and, not 
having done so, his sureties were responsible. The 
Court intimated that he did not believe that any 
funds due to McArthur on a contract with the 
Government could be set off. In that matter he 
would have to go tothe Court of Claims. Leave 
was granted to amend the pleas, but it is undeter- 
mined whether the parties will stand by the de- 
murrer or file amended pleas. They have until 
Sept. 1 to make up their minds, 

WHAT IS A MARITIME CONTRACT! 

The case of Charles J. Magill vs. The Bangor 
Furnace Company, decided by the same Jndge, 
contained, some interesting questions of law. 
This was a libel in personam by Magill, ae owner 
of the schooner Lotus, for breach of a contract 
of affreightment made Feb. 28, 1873. In that 
contract Magill! agreed during the season of 1873 
to carry on the Lotus 7,000 to of iron ore trom 
Escanaba, Mich., to St. dosepli, Mich,, at the rate 
of $2 a gross ton, and 3,000 tone of iron ore from 
Marquette to St. Joseph atthe rate of $3.25 per 
gross ton, the freiuht to be due on delivery of 
each cargo at St. Joe. The complaint was that 
the schooner was only furnished with orders for 
8.027 tons from Escanaba, and 2,250 tons from 
Marquette, leaving 3,973 tons from the former and 
770 tons from the latter piace for which defendant's 
agents refused to give orders, and on which the 
ecnooner lost the freight. Magill therefore brought 
suit to recover damages, which he placed at 
$4. 743. or $1 a ton, alleging that he was at all 
times during the season ready and willing to per- 
form his agreement. The defendant excepted on 
the ground that the libel did not show a maritime 
contract enforceable in admiralty as to the ore not 
transported. It was not a maritime contract, but 
only an agreement to enter into a contract of 
allreightment in regard to each separate cargo. 

The Judge remarked that it was conceded that 
there was no jurisdiction in Admiralty to enforce 
the performance or recover damages for the non- 
performance of a mere executory contract, and the 
Only question was, whether the present was not 
an executory contract as te the ore not trans- 
ported. The Judge thought it was, —iirst, because 
each cargo was to be paid for as delivered, and 
right of action for the freight was complete for the 
money earned by each voyage; second, the libe)- 
ant was to obtain from the respondents’ agents in 
every instance an order for each cargo, which 
meant that be was to apply to the agents for an 
order for each cargo as he was ready to go for it, 


and it rested with the ageuts to dictate what port 


be should proceed to for his cargo. 

A fair test of the nature of the contract was to 
ask whether a libel in rem would lie against the 
vessel in any contingency except for such 47 ine 
ore named in the contract as was actually taken on 
board or under the control of the vessel? The an- 
wer would obviously be in the negative, as the 
ship was not bound as to any portion of the subject 
matter except what was taken on board. As fast

MILLER’S DEFALCATION. 
HOW HEB MANAGED IT. 

Tut defalcation of Edward Miller, Cashier in 
the Money-Order Department of the Post-Office, 
was discovered several months ago, but not until 
Miller had safely betaken himself to the sheltering 
precincts of Canada. The authorities of the Post- 
Office have been extremely reticent regarding the 
facts of the defalcation, and it has only been 
known within a few days that the amount was no 
lesa than $15,000. It now appears that Miller had 
acurious way of getti hold of the Post-Qffice 
funds. There are several business firme in town 
which receive large numbers of remi'tances by 
money-ordere. These would be taken to the Post- 
Office daily in large packages, when, 
to avoid mistakes, Miller would simply 
add u the different amounts and give a 
due-bill to the firm, for the total payment on the 
following day, after the money-orders could be 
compared and authenticated. These due dille 
would be charged up on the books as cash paid out, 
thus giving Miller the actual use of several thou- 
sand dollars for twenty-four hours. Of course 
there could not be much advantage to him in this, 
except for the fact that after taking out the money 
for one day he cvuld make it up out of the receipts 
of the following day, and thus cover up his tracks 
until the day of final settlement. It is supposed 
that Miller did this and that his defaication dated 
hack to the time when Col. Eastman was Postmas- 
ter, and covering all of McArtbur’s term and part 
of Palmer's. 

The question arising is, from whom can the Gov- 
ernment collect damages’ From the bondsmen of 
Eastman, McArthur, or Pamer? District- Attorney 
Bangs indicated yesterday bis intention of includ- 
ing the Miller defalcation in the amount claimed 
by the Government from the bondsmen or Gen. 
McArthur. Tne attorney of Gen. McArthur is 
Judge Ela. He declares that he will contest the 
claim, and prove clearly that the Government 
must collect from Postmaster Palmer. Tue line 
of argument will be as follows: Sup- 
pose that Miller took on a certain 
day $15,000 of Post-Office money, making 
his accounts apparently correct the next day by 
the assistance of that days receipts, Therefore 
‘on the last day of Kastman's term he would be in- 
debted to the Government $15, 000, but that $15, - 
could be made by money taken on the day 
after which was the first day of Postmaster Mc- 
Arthur's term of Office. Thus the Government 
would actually not be a loser by Eastman, for the 
entire amount was paid in out of McArthur's 
money. The same reasoning would apply to Mc- 
Arthur aud Paimer, and Judge Ela in his capacity 
as attorney for McArthur will endeavor to show 
that the Government must collect from the pres- 
ent Postmaster, if from any one. Meanwhile 
Miller is still out of reach of the law.

THE SOUTH TOWN, 
WORK OF EQUALIZATION. 

The South Town Board of Review got down to 
actual business yesterday morning, and accom- 
piished considerable iu the way of equalizing as 
between individuals during its two sessions, morn- 
ing and afternoon. The number of complaints on 
the ground of lack of uniformity in the assessment 
of real-estate north of Twenty-second street is in 
the neighborhood of 160. Postal-cards were sent 
Saturday morning to a number of the com- 
piainania, and the response yesterday was quite 
general. The complairing ones submitted evi- 
dence to show that their property had 
been assessed higher than other ovrop- 
erty adjacent to i or in the same 
neighborhood, and, where the charge of a want of 
uniformity was sustained, the Board granted the 
desired relief by reducing the assessment to con- 
form to that of the neighdoring property. Of those 
who recéived relief in this way during the day were 
the toHpwing-‘named property-owners: Joseph 
Barber, No. 69 Polk street; Goudy & Chandler; B. 
Lowenthal; G. A. Springer, 11:52 LaSalle street; 
K. A. Shedd; Third National Dank; A. E. Brown, 
No. 700 Wabash avenue: W. 8. Hathaway, No. 548 
Michigan avenue; F. D. Lowther, No. 117 Twenty- 
first street; M. L. Pearce; F. Baker; J. H. Kedzie; 
C. H. Beers: Julius Robertus; II. F. Waite; George 
M. Pullman; Voss, Snydacker & Co.,; H. L. Hill: 
F. D. Gray. Just how much the reduction was, or 
any Other particulars involving figures, could not 
be learned. The parties themselves, of course, know 
what they got. and the general * probably 
cares nothing about it beyona the fact that the at- 
tempt to secure uniformity was successful. After 
completing this particular work of equalizing, 
which cannot ast much longer than to-day, the 
Board will consider 

THE GENERAL OBJECTION 
to the whole assesement that it is higher than that 
of the West and North Towns. It is understood 
that the Board will make some reduction, but just 
what it will be could not. be learned yesterday. It 
is quite possiole that a standard will be adopted 
this week, and the assessment of real estate north 
of Twenty-second street cleared up, as far as 
the Board an clear it. The books cover- 
ing the portion south of that street will 
probably be reaay by the last of the week. It is 
taken for granted that the Assessor will make the 
figures in these on the standard to be adopted 
north of Twenty-second treet. Complaints as vo 
personal property will in all probability be rele- 
gated to the County Board. A large proportion of 
south Side people have made their schedules, 
whick have been compared with the deputies’ esti- 
mates, and the proper figures struck, so that the 
complaints on this score will probably be few and 
far between. 
A REPORT. 

Mesers. J. H. Rees, Koos Ayres, and A. W. 
Stevens, the Citizens’ Association Committee ap- 
pointed io examine the assessment onthe South 
side, reported yesterday to the body 
from which they sprung. A mecting 
of the Association will be held within 6 
short time to consider this report, as weil as sim 
lar documents to be submitted by the West and 
North Side Committees, consisting respectively of 
Messrs. James N. Clark, C. N. Holden, and W. I. 
Thompson; W. M. Tureman, J. C. Brooks, and V. 
C. Turner. It was learned yesterday—tnougb not 
from .the punctilious and mightily-exaited Secre- 
tary of the Association, who. of course, refused to 
‘* give m away —that the report from the South 
Side Committee recommended, m brief, a reduc- 
tion, in the tirst place, of 5 per cent on the 
real-estate assessment of land in Frac- 
tional Sec. 21, ana, iu the second place, a 
general reduction of 50 percent on the whole as- 
sessment of land inthe Seuth Division north of 
Twenty-vecond street. The 5 per cent reduction 
covers all ithe land west of State street and south 
of Twelfth, which the Committee thought was 
assessed too bigh in comparison with other prop- 
erty in the town. The reauction of 50 per cent is 
recommended on the ground that sucha reduction 
is needed to equalize between the three towns. It 
is surmived in some quarters that this report about 
expresses the feelings of the Board of Keview re- 
garding the assessment.

THE INDIANS, 
NAVAJOE RESERVATION. 

A detailed account of the recent expedition to 
the Navajoe Reservation in the 2 am Mount- 
ains. to look into the murders of sd-called wiz- 
ards, or medicine-men, who are supposed to ply 
the black art, is furnished by Lieut. D. D. Mitchell, 
of the Fifteenth Infantry, who reports to the com- 
manding officer at Fort Wingate. 

The Lieutenant gives a roundabout report of his 
expedition to the scene of the troudles. He found 
the Indians were very angry at the approach of the 
soldiers, aad were inclined to resent any interfer- 
ence with their peculiar methods of dealing with 
witchcraft. But when Lieut. Mitchell called to- 
gether some of the Sub-Chiefs and others 
in a circle, and reasoned with them on the absurdai- 
ty of their throwing stones into each other's 
bodies, he found them to be wonderfully tractable. 
They ananimously agreed that he was right, and 
they seemed to be al! the more inclined to listen to 
his peaceable proposition because he wave them 
distinctly to understand that he was not afraid of 
them, and that the Great Father meant to puta 
stop to this stone-throwing business. Under in- 
structions from Col. Swain, he gave the Navajoes 
to understand that the Americans thoroughly be- 
lieved in the potency of these spells, since it is 
well known that a hiut of infidelity on this score 
would snake the confidence of the savages in the 
white men's fairness and intetligence. 

Lieut. Mitchell called iu some of these medi- 
cine-men to tue council, and subjected them to a 
severe cross-examination. They acknowledged 
having used this pecuiiar gift of throwing stones 
into Indian bodies, and to having slain in this way 
more or less members of the Navajoe tribe. At 
the same time, they professed—these dealers in In- 
dian black art—to be ready to bury their charms 
forever. One old Indian, who appeared to be a 
chief among the medicine-men, readily acknow}l- 
edged his ability to throw stones into a tree 
if necessary, but woen dared to make 
the experiment he flinched, and suffered Lieut. 
Mitchell to stigmatize him asa liar. However, the 
wizard promised never to use his machine 
any more. He even went go far as to give the ap- 
paratus into the keeping of the Government. His 
squaw made a frantic complaint to the United 
States officer to the effect that he had killed her 
brother and some other near relatives by this dev- 
iheh machine, which threw stones made of human 
hair, sheep's dung, and other dungs, and that she 
was afraid he would Kill her some day in the same 
manner. She was quieted by the reiter- 
ated assurances of the old sinner that 
he would never use his macuine again. The wom- 
an assured the soldiers that if he ever tried on any 
more of his tricks with her she would report bim 
at Fort Wingate. Thé Indians were feetly sat- 
ixfied with Lieut. Mitchell's talk, aad we no end 
of promises to preserve the peace in future. 

Col. Swain, indorsing the report, says that the 
Navajocs are divided into — — one accuses 
the medicine-men of practice, or kill- 
ing by witchcraft, which every Navajoe firm) 
believes in, and this party has made away wi: 
several of these medicine-men. The other party 
is composed of the relatives and frends of the 
men whe practice witchcraft, and they naturally 
desire to avenge the . 

Col. Swain instracted scouting not to 
take sides with either, but to require that the one 
release prisuners, and that the medicine- 
men should discontinue their evil practices. It 
seems in vain to try to convince these Indians that 
their belief in such arts is mere su 
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thered from the natives and will be 2

4 SUPERVISING ARCHITECT'S LAW. 

**See here, you're a r wan and know 
everything, or ought to, said a well-known citl- 
zen of this city to a Trrsune reporter yesterday 4s 
he was sauntering along the sunny side of Madison 
street. Can you tell me why it is that manu- 
facturers of Chicago rarely get a smell at the work 
on that new Custom- House Building vonder!“ 

The reporter lagguldiy gave it up, it was too 
much of a conundrum fora hot day, and applied 
his torture to the questionerinturn. ‘‘Can you 
tell why, since you asked the question before ““ 

„ don't know that 1 can, bat there is one 
thing, that, while work is going on and is being 


execated by Eastern manufacturers, there has 
been an absence of public advertisement as requit- 
ed by law for bids for the work. I had occasion to 


look up the law, and I find that it is mandatory on 


officials concerned in the erection of public build- 
ings to expend nothing for material to * amount 
without due advertisement. Now, if the Super- 
vising Architect has complied with this law during 
the last year, lam in ignorance of it, as be has 
kept public notice out of the Chicago papers. 
Everything goes to New England, or Philadelphia, 
or Baltimore, or D re except 
Chicago. Why. I understand that the Government 
is paying from one to two cents a poun 
more for lead than Nathan Corwith, of this city, 
could furnish it right on the ground. and I have no 
doubt that an investigation into the other classes 
of work would develop the same state of affairs. 
Hadn't you better see Burling about it?’ 

Taking the hint, a Tarnung reporter made his 
way towards the patched-up walls of Chicago's 
new Custom-House, in search of the 8u 
ent, but that gentleman was underst 
serving Cook County, on the North Side in his 
capacity of Commissioner.

At the last meeting of the Board of Trustees the 
Taxpayers’ Association presented a remorstrance 
against the officers of the town taking or receiving 
any commissions or salary other than prescribed 
by law for actual work done, and“asking them to 
refund §24, 300 already received in excess of their 
legal dues. 

It is the intention of the Association, in case the 
Board fail to comply with their request, to com- 
mence a suit to recover the sum of $24, 300, claim-

BILLIARDS, 

The feeling in Chicago in reference to the 
falling through of the Sexton-Schaefer match 
is more than shared in St. Louis, which was to 
have been the scene of the third and decisive 
game. The Globe- Democrat has the following to 
say about it: 

The svorting men of the West and al! true lovers 
of the gentlemen's game, are outspoken in their 
denunciation of William Sexton, the billiard cham- 
pion, for the cowardly manner in which he has 
crawled out of his match witn Schaefer, and his 
dishonesty in securing the $1,000 which were put 
up twelve hou too late. owing to the negligence 
of the bank officials. Had Sexton put his hand in 
Schaefer's pocket or the pockets of his backers 
and stolen tae money—forit amounts to that in 
the long run—he could pot have been more vitter- 
ly denounced than he is at present. His sharp 
practice has gained for him an unenvia- 
ble reputation, which will assuredly make 
its weight felt in the future. In con- 
versation with one or two recognized 
authorities in sporting matters yesterday, a Globe- 
Democrat reporter ascertained that if Schaefer's 
backers were to blead the Gambling act and sue for 
the recovery of the money out of which they had 
been swindled they would be sustained by the fra- 
ternity, and this, too, in the face of the fact that 
the law of the sports is the strictest in the world, 
and that to defy it means permanent ostracism 
from the craft. No one could be found who sus- 
tained Sexton's action, and it was the universally 
expressed opinion that the champion who had 
never accomplished anything like Schaefer's von- 
derful performances in a game for money, was 
afraid to meet the Western Wonder. Sexton's 
friends—if he has any outside of the gambiers— 
may induce him to see the folly of his action, and 
allow the match to proceed. Unless they do it 
may be considered off, as the following correspond- 
ence, which passed between this city and Cnicago 
by telegraph yesterday, will show:

If Sexton persists In retaining the 51. 000 re- 
ferred to, Schaefer's backers should resort to the 
law and recover it. It may be stated that a suit for 
the money is equivalent to its recovery. Strange 
though it may seem, the law protects betting men 
better than any other class of people. The true 
sporting man never resorts to it, but in this par- 
ticular instance all acknowledge that there is just 
cause for action.
